Three road

Over one year ago Grayling 
Township Supervisor Terry 
Wright asked a group of town- 
ship residents to study problems 
associated with Lake Margrethe.

The first concern the commit- 
tee dealt with was related to 
road ends around the lake. 
During their study they found 
that some road ends had very 
few problems while others had

access,

that the road ends around the 
lake be surveyed. At their most 
recent meeting the . township 
board allotted $1,800 to begin 
the survey. Three road ends that 
appear to have the most prob- 
lems were selected for survey- 
ing this year. They are Summit, 
Beach and Florida Place.

Bipartisan bill aimed at making 
prescription drugs more affordable 


LANSING - Approving bipar- 
tisan legislation that lifts the ban 
on reimporting prescription 
drugs from Canada would dra- 
matically help Michigan’s 
seniors, businesses, and other 
consumers who are tired of pay- 
ing the highest prices in the 
world for their prescription 
drugs, U.S. Senator _ Debbie 
Stabenow said at a news confer- 
ence in the state capital May 10. 

“This new reimportation legis- 
lation represents a major biparti- 
san breakthrough that will pave 
the way to lower priced prescrip- 
tion drugs for millions of 
Americans,” said Stabenow, who 
has been one of the leading advo- 
cates in the U.S. Senate on this 


_issue as head of the Senate’ 
Democratic Health Care Task 


Force. 

The legislation, co-authored 
by Stabenow, would allow U.S. 
pharmacies to reimport lower- 
priced prescription drugs, pro- 
viding great savings for 
American families and business- 
es. The Food and Drug 
Administration would set strict 
guidelines for reimportation, and 
FDA-registered pharmacies 
would be allowed to reimport 
drugs from several sources, 
including Australia, Japan and 
the European Union. Until this 
system is in place, individuals 
would be able to legally purchase 
prescription drugs from Canada. 

Stabenow detailed during the 
conference just how much 
Michigan residents and other 
Americans could expect to save

Building the North 
Country Trail 


Most people are. familiar with 
the 2,160-mile Appalachian 
Trail, which spans the East Coast 
from Maine to Georgia and has'a 
long, storied history dating back 


to the 1920s. What few people . 


know is that we are in the 
process of creating a trail even 
longer than the Appalachian 
Trail that will traverse the north- 
ern United States, and Michigan 
is home to a larger percentage of 
the trail than any other state. 

The North Country Trail,when 
completed, will span more than 
4,000 miles across seven states, 
making it the longest off-road 
hiking trail in the country. 
Approximately 1,750 miles of 
the trail have been certified, 
including about 620 miles in 
Michigan, and each state which 
houses portions of the land - 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, and North Dakota —- 
has organizations of volunteers 
that are busily working to secure 
land, clear pathways, and pro- 
vide maintenance and upkeep for 
the trail. This volunteer network 
is a crucial tool in the quest to 
complete the trail. 

June 5 is designated as 
National Trails Day, which was 
first recognized in 1993 as a cel- 
ebration of Americas’ trails. On 
this day, which is organized by 
the American Hiking Society 
and is held annually on the first 
Saturday of June, more than a 
million hikers, bikers and trail 
enthusiasts gather to raise public 
awareness of our trails and to 
provide a helping hand to trail 
clubs across the country that 
work year-round on our system 
of trails. There are National 
Trails Day activities organized in 
every state in the country, and 
the number of participants has 
grown ever year: in 2003, there 
were 829 registered trails day 
events.

~ One roadblock that has slowed 
completion of the North Country 
Trail is the issue of land acquisi- 
tion. There are numerous por- 
tions of the trail that cross 
through land that is currently pri- 
vately owned, and the current 
owners are interested in selling 
the land or a right of way to the 
government in order to help 
complete the trail. Under current 
law; however, the government 
does not have a right to purchase 
land from these private or corpo- 
rate owners who want to sell 
their land. 

There is a bill pending in 
Congress, which I co-sponsored, 
that would resolve this issue by 
giving the National Park Service , 
the authority to acquire, land, 
including easements, from will- 
ing sellers so that the park ser- 
vice can continue the process of 
completing tails designated as 


“national scenic and_ historic 
trails,’ including the North 
Country Trail, 


The bill does not in any way 
allow the government to con- 
demn or take land for the trail, 
but rather paves a way for the 
National Park Service to work 
with willing sellers to acquire 
land for the trail. 

The Senate passed the legisla- 
tion in 2003, and we are hopeful 
that the House of 
Representatives will follow suit 
and pass the bill this year so that 
it can be signed into law. Trail 
and hiking organizations across 
the country are working to per- 
suade their representatives to 
support this legislation. 

Because it takes tremendous 
time and effort to complete such 
a mammoth project, trail organi- 
zations across the state and 
country are always looking for 
additional people to get involved 
and help with all aspects of trail 
development and maintenance.

If you think it’s too late to file 
your taxes, think again. Although 
a person may be responsible for 


late filing penalties, there is still . 


free help available for preparing 
the tax forms if the person quali- 
fies for the Earned Income Tax 
Credit. 

The Earned Income Tax Credit 
(EITC) can help individuals and 
families increase their gross 
income by as much as 33 per- 
cent, but many eligible filers do 
not claim the credit. In response 
to this, Northeast Michigan 
Community Service Agency 
(NEMCSA) will offer the free 
tax preparation in the 11 counties 
in which it serves. . 

There are two general reasons 
why people do not file for the 
Earted Income Tax Credit -

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Why They Hate Us. 

Guilt ridden liberals who blame 
America ask, “Why do they hate 

us?” Our history reveals the answer. 
America,s war with terrorist tyran- 
ny did not began on September II, 
200! when Muslim extremists 
destroyed the World Trade Center 
killing approximately 3000 inno- 
cent people. Because Muslim ter- 
rorists first bombed the World Trade 
Center in 1993. Really the Muslim 
terrorists have been at war with us 
for many generations before the 
bombing of the USS Cole in 2000, 
or the bombing of U.S. embassies in

This is only a partial history of the 
last quarter century of terrorist war 
against America. 

Joseph Farah reminds us that this 
war began at the very birth of our 
nation. In 1784 while George 
Washington was president, our first 
Congress commissioned Thomas 
Jefferson, John Adams and 
Benjamin Franklin to go the Paris 
and altempl to open markets for U. 
S. products in Europe. Jefferson 
quickly understood the dangers fac- 
ing our U.S. merchant ships. 

While George Washington was 
serving as president in 1784, 
Thomas Jefferson, John Adams and 
Benjamin Franklin were commis- 
sioned by the first Congress to 
assemble in Paris to seek markets 
for U.S. products in Europe. 
Jefferson quickly discovered that 
America’s greatest threat to free 
trade came from a group known as 


"the “Barbary 


pirates.” 

Jefferson understood that these 
were not just normal pirates. They 
didn’t drink, chase women, or seek 
wealth like other pirates, but were 
motivated strictly by their Islamic 
religion. Like the “terrorists” of 
today they engaged in jihad and 
called themselves “mujahiddin,” 
Like the terrorists of today they did 
not hesitate to enslave and kill peo- 
ple to promote their cause. 

Because America did not have any 
warships, Jefferson ask . the 
European leaders how they had 
been handling this probJem. He dis- 
covered that both France and 
England had been paying tribute to 
the pirates which in turn enabled 
them to expand their weaponry and 
armada so they could hijack more 
ships, enslave more people, and 
demand a greater ransom. 

After researching the history of 
militant Istam, Jefferson discovered 
that appeasement had always failed 
because they only made treaties to 
break them when their strength 
increased. So as Farah said, “As the 
first secretary of state, Jefferson 
urged the building of a navy to res- 
cue American hostages held in 
North Africa and to deter future 
attacks on U.S. ships. In 1792, he 
cominissioned John Paul Jones to 
go to Algiers under the guise of 
diplomatic negotiations, but with 
the real intent of sizing up a future 
target for a naval attack.” 

Then as Farah said, America was 
struck with ils first mega-lerror 
attack by jihadists. In the fall of 
1793, the Algerians seized 11 U.S. 
merchant ships and enslaved more 
than 100 Anicricans. When word of 
the attack reached New York, the 
stock market crashed. Voyages were 
canceled in every major port.

: Young group of fly tyers off to a successful start

Eight children, ranging in age 
from 5 to 13, had a chance to 
learn how to tie a simple fly at-a 
workshop on May 30 at the 
Lovells Township Halt. During 
the workship the children had a 
chance to make a fly called the 
brown hackle peacock This fly 
has a proven track record of 
catching fish back to at least 
1500 in England. 

Fly tyer Chris Kline tied a 
model of the fly while the chil- 
dren, watched on a large TV 
screen, While he was tying the 
demonstration fly he told them 
which things were important and 
where they had a little more free- 
dom. A choice of thread color is 
one place where some freedom 
occurs as the fish will attack the 
fly whether the color of the 
thread was exactly the one called 
for or not. 

Once Kline finished with the 
fly, four vises were set up for the 
children to begin to make their 
fly. The children all listened 
carefully to the instructions as 
they began to tie. Each child also 
had a volunteer to help them with 
each step of making the fly. 
Although only three of them 
had ever tried to tie a fly before 
all of the flies came out looking 
good enough to catch a fish,

The program focused on 
outdoor conservation work 
such as reforestation, fighting 
forest fires, creating wildlife 
‘habitat, creating parks, build- 
ing dams and bridges and 
doing erosion control, 

This program came after 
Michigan’s lumber period, 
which cut most of Michigan's 
forest, so the CCC did much of 
the reforestation of the state in 
the 20th century, In Michigan 
alone, the CCC planted more 
than 484 million trees, which 
was the most in any state dur- 
ing the nine-year period of the 
CCC. The CCC employed 
more than 106,000 men in 
Michigan, who were based in 
125 camps throughout the 
state, 

The MACCCA hosted the 
first CCC Reunion in 1983 at 
North Higgins Lake State Park 
to celebrate the 50th anniver- 
sary of the CCC, The reunions 
have been held every year

After a careful review of all 
public comments and testimony, 
Michigan Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) Director Dan 
Wyant recently announced the 
establishment of two new disease 
management z6nes for bovine 
tuberculosis (TB), effective June 


1, 2004. 
The two zones — Modified 
Accredited and Modified 


Accredited Advanced — each car- 
ries a set of requirements for ani- 
mal movement, identification 
and testing. The zoning order 
revises one that established zones 
effective Marck 10, 2002, and 
aligns the state with federal 
requirements outlined under the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture’s 
(USDA) split state status desig- 
nation, granted April 19, 2004. 
“This zoning order provides 
consistency between the state 
and federal terminology, desig- 
nations and requirements for 
bovine TB eradication efforts 
and is a critical component of our 
recently-obtained split state sta- 
tus designation,” Wyant said. 
“This is an important step toward 
eradicating bovine TB from 
Michigan.” 
The Modified Accredited Zone 
includes Alcona, Alpena, Antrim, 
Cheboygan, Charlevoix, 
Crawford, Eminet, 


Montmorency, Oscoda, Otsego . 


and Presque Isle counties; and 
portions of Ogemaw and losco 
counties that are north of the 
southernmost boundaries of the 


Huron National Forest and 
AuSable State Forest. 

The Modified Accredited 
Advanced Zone encompasses ihe 
remaining portions of the state, 
including the entire Upper 
Peninsula. | 

The new zoning designations 
will target testing, identification 
and surveillance activities in (he 
Modified Accredited Zone in 
northern Lower Michigan, while 
removing similar sequirements 
and increasing the marketing 
opportunities for the Modified 
Accredited Advanced Zone. 

“By focusing efforts in the area 
of the state where bovine TB has 
been identified, both time and 
dollars will be more effectively 
spent to eradicate this disease,” 
Wyant added. “In addition to the 
zone designations, our plan 
focuses available resources to 
support supplying animal identi- 
fication, the movement permit 
system and ensuring that annual 
surveillance testing is complet- 
ed.” 

The department will continue 
to work cooperatively with pro- 
ducers, associattons,, extension 
agents and state and federal part- 
ners to reduce the effects of 
bovine TB in Michigan and erad- 
icale it from the state. After 
appropriate testing occurs, MDA 
has committed to working with 
USDA to look at ways of reduc- 
ing the size of the affected areas. 
The ultimate goal is to obtain 
bovine TB-free designation for

the entire state of Michigan. 

Some key points of the new 
zones afe: 

Three counties have been 
added to the Modified 
Accredited Zone (previously the 
Infected and Surveillance 
Zones). They are Antrim, 
Emmet and Charlevoix. 

There will be MDA or USDA 
inspectors at the Mackinac 
Bridge and the livestock market 
in Gaylord to monitor the sale 
and movement of cattle from the 
Modified Accredited Zone. 

Animals moving within or out 
of the Modified Accredited Zone 
must have a 60-day individual 


‘animal test if a whole herd test 


has not been done within the pre- 
vious 60 days. (Previously indt- 
vidual animal tests were not 
needed if a whole herd test had 
been done within six months of 
movement.) 

Adult animals moving from 
the Modified Accredited 
Advanced Zone must have a 60- 
day individual animal test if a 
whole herd test has not been 
done within the previous SIX 
months. 

MDA will host several public 
meetings over the summer to aid 
in the transition to the new zone 
requirements, and help producers 
meet the requirements for move- 
ment permits, electronic identifi- 
cation and testing. 

Michigan’s Bovine TB 
Eradication Project is a multi- 
agency team of experts from the 
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| Bovine TB management zones finalized; 
implementation to begin June 1 


Michigan Departments of 
Agriculture, Community Health, 
and _—_— Natural Resources; 
Michigan State University; and 
the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. 

Since the TB eradication effort 
began, all of the state’s 1 million 
livestock animals have been test- 
ed for the disease, with no TB 
found outside an area in the 
northern Lower Peninsula. 

A bull in Barry County previ- 
ously identified as suspect for TB 
has been determined to not be 
positive for the disease by USDA 
due to the results of intensive 
testing and additional laboratory 
analysis. 

The DNR has tested nearly 
123,400 wild white-tailed deer, 
with 481 testing positive for 
bovine TB. Four elk and 42 car- 
nivores/omnivores have also test- 
ed positive. Strategies adopted 
by the DNR to reduce bovine TB 
in the wild white-tailed deer have 
reduced the prevalence rate of 
the disease from the high in 1997 
of 4.7 percent to 1.7 percent in 
2004.

M. Granholm said.

with the Michigan Public Service 
Commission (MPSC), recently 
discussed a few of these initia- 
tives. 

MPSC, the agency responsible 
for tracking the state’s energy 
supplies, recently released its 
annual summer energy appraisal, 
which included a section on 
gasoline price and supply out- 
looks. Gasoline prices in 
Michigan have exceeded $2 per 
gallon and are at record highs 
due to high crude oil prices. 
These crude oil prices are a result 
of the high levels of demand in 
world oil markets, lows invento- 
ries, and OPEC production cuts 
earlier this year. 

MDA, the agency responsible 
for ensuring that gasoline sold in 
Michigan meets quality and 
quantity standards, has stepped 
up its complaint, routine and 
undercover inspections at the 
state’s approximately 5, [00 retail 
gas stations. 

“Assuring consumer protection 
and fairness in the marketplace 
are among the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture’s top 
priorities,’ said MDA Director 
Dan Wyant. “These efforts help 
ensure that motorists are protect- 
ed at the pump and they get what 
they pay for as well as help pro- 
tect reputable service stations 
from unfair trade practices.” 

In mid-April, MDA answered 
Granholm’s call for increased 
consumer protection at the pump 
with a pledge to increase its 
monitoring of stations/pumps by 
at least 20 percent over the peak 
driving season in a_ project 
dubbed “May Day through Labor 
Day.” Since May 1, inspectors 
have already conducted 262 
activities at retail gasoline and 
diesel fuel outlets, a 40 percent 
increase ~ well above project 
goals - from the same timeframe 


* 


last year. Of those, 81 were com- 
plaint investigations for short 
measure fuel, with 11 percent 
substantiated and addressed, And 
25 were complaint investigations 
for poor gas quality and/or 
excess water, in which 16% were 
substantiated to date, with many 
samples currently undergoing 
laboratory testing. 

Wyant also noted that many 
stations have responded to the 
accuracy calls by completing 
necessary station maintenance 
and meter calibration by MDA- 
registered service agencies. 

In an effort led by Team 
MDOT, the state unveiled an 
updated web site — www.michi- 
gan.gov/gasprices — to serve as a 


“one-stop shop” for consumers — 


looking for convenient, timely 
information on gasoline prices as 
well as how to conserve fuel and 
save money at the pump.The site 
was originally activated last 
spring, but was recently 
redesigned to include more infor- 
mation. Highlights of the topics 
consumers will have access to 


include: average gas prices or the - 


ability to look up gas stations 
across the state; how/where to 
file a complaint if price gouging 
is suspected; driving tips to get 
the most out of a tank of gas; tips 
for buying gasoline; in-state trav- 
el destinations to help stretch 
entertainment dollars; alterna- 
tives to driving; and locating 
transit agencies, such as planes, 
trains and buses, 

“This is one way the state can 
help ease the burden for travel- 
ers,” said MDOT Director Gloria 
Jeff. “Information on 
redesigned site addresses many 
of the challenges Michigan gaso- 
liné consumers say they are most 
concerned about, and offers 
advice to help families and work- 
ers save money,”
